of them. 

A few decades ago there 
was conch in abundance m the 
Aruba waters wherever you 


go into the sea, there were 
Conch for the taking But now 
in 2013, til at is no longer the 
case 

Both tiie shell and the flesh 
of conch are in high demand 
and tins has led to a consider¬ 
able decrease in the numb er of 
conch m the Arab a's water. 

Other known species m and 
around Aruba that are pro¬ 
tected are: sea turtles (all 
types), the iguana, the parakeet 
and the rattlesnake (c as cab el). 

The Conservation Regula¬ 
tion has penalty clauses which 
in extreme cases can amount to 
a fine of Aft. 100.000, - and 
two years m prison.

Colombian rebels call pause in peace talks 


HAVANA (AFP) - Colombia's 
FARC guerrilla group said yes¬ 
terday it was putting peace 
talks on pause to examine a 
government proposal that any 
peace agreement must be sub¬ 
mitted to a national referen¬ 
dum. 

President Juan Manuel San¬ 
tos said m Bogota that the 
FARC's decision to take time 
out to study the referendum 
proposal was "legitimate and 
valid." 

'But time is passing and 
there are limits to the patience 
Df the Colombian people and 
we have to continue moving 
forward," lie warned 

On Thursday, Santos had 
submitted legislation to Con¬ 
gress tliat would require a refe¬ 
rendum on any peace 
agreement reached with the 
leftist rebels 

“In light of this new cir¬ 


cumstance, the FARC's peace 
delegation has decided to 
make a pause in the talks to 
center itself exclusively on the 
implications of the govern¬ 
ment proposal/ 1 FARC nego¬ 
tiator Pablo Catatumbo said 
reading from a statement 

Tire government and rebels 
have been holding peace talks 
m tiie Cuban capital Havana 
since November, with the aim 
of ending Latin America's 
longest insurgency. 

Santos sad that m the event 
of a peace deal, Colombians 
should vote on it when the 
country goes to either legisla¬ 
tive elections or presidential 
elections 

Le gi si atrve ele cti o ns are 
due in March 2014, and the 
presidential poll is set for May 
nest year. 

Catatumbo did not say how 
long the pause m the talks 


would last.. 

He noted that the reb els had 
previously proposed that a 
peace agreement be ratified by 
a national constituent assembly 
to ensure it had popular assent 

But Santos has m the past 
rejected that approach, and 
yesterday insisted that a refe¬ 
rendum would be a better way 
to poll the public. 

Although both sides have 
expressed optimism that an 
agreement can be reached, ne¬ 
gotiators so far have dealt only 
with two of tlie five topics on 
the agenda for the talks. 

They reached a consensus 
cn issue of rural development, 
and have been discussing the 
FARC's political reintegration. 

Yet to be discussed are the 
laying down of anus, drug traf¬ 
ficking and reparations for the 
victims of the conflict.

Car bombs at Lebanon 
mosques kill 42, wound 

hundreds 


TRIPOLI (AFP) - Powerful 
car bombs exploded yesterday 
outside two Sunni mosques in 
a Lebanese city riven by strife 
over the war in neighbouring 
Syria, killing 42 people and 
wounding hundreds, an official 
said. That was the highest toll 
in an attack since Lebanon's 
1975-1990 civil war. 

Coming a week after a 
bombing m the Beirut bastion 
of Shnte party Hezbollah, a 
close ally of Bashar al-Assad, 
the bombings m the northern 
port of Tripoli risk further 
stoking tensions between sup¬ 
porters and foes of the Syrian 
president. 

Earlier, the Lebanese Red 
Cross said there were also at 
least 500 wounded, with direc¬ 
tor Georges Kettaneh adding 
tli at m any o f tlio se hint ii ad s e - 
nous bums and head wounds 

Both blasts hit at tire hour o f 
weekly Muslim prayers, in a 
city where Sunni supporters of 
Syria's rebels engage in fre¬ 
quent, often deadly, clashes 
with Aiawites, who back the 
Assad regime. 

Tire first b omb struck in tire 
city centre at the Al-Sail am 
mosque as worshippers were 
still inside 

Local television showed 
images from a CCTV camera 
of people sitting on the floor 
listening tD a talk as cars drove 
past outside, when the explo¬ 
sion hit and the worshippers 
scattered nr panic 

The second explosion 
struck outside Al-Taqwa 
mosque, about two bio metres 
{a little more than a mile) 
away, near tire port 


An AFP reporter saw a 
number Df charred b odies near 
Al-Taqwa and the bodies of 
five children brought out of it. 

As huge clouds of black

GENEVA (AFP) - More than 
40,DO D Syrians have fled to 
Iraqi Kurdistan in little aver a 
week to escape an escalation in 
fighting between Kurdish 
rebels and Islamists, the 
United Nations said Friday 

On August 15, Iraq's au¬ 
tonomous Kurdistan region 
opened a crossing on its Tigris 
River border with Syria, which 
previously had been controlled 
tightly amid fears of a spillover 
of conflict 

Consequently, there was a 
massive influx of refugees, 
most of them Syrian Kurds. 

With temperatures hitting 45 
degrees Celsius (113 Fahren¬ 
heit), aid agencies have been 
scrambling to bring supplies to 
those fleeing and have helped 
move them to communities 
away from the border zone 

The biggest influx was last 
weekend, and aid agencies said 
that Iraqi Kurdistan had ini¬ 
tially imposed a daily limit of 
3,ODD, but it was not if tins re¬ 
mained in place 

Around two million Syrians 
have fled then homeland since 
the revolt against President 
Bashar - al-Assad erupted in 
2011 

Most have found a haven in 
Lebanon, Jordan and Turkey, 
while UN figures put the num¬ 
ber in Iraq at least 197,000, in¬ 
cluding the latest influx 

Syria's long-marginalised 
Kurdish minority had tried to 
avoid antagonising forces loyal 
to Assad or rebels fighting to 
overthrow him 

But there has been fierce 
fighting m recent weeks be¬ 
tween Syrian Kurdish forces 
and the Islamist Al-Nusra

US scientists claim world's most accurate clock 


WASHINGTON (AFP.) - US 
scientists said Thursday they 
have built foe world's most pre¬ 
cise clock, whose ticking rate 
vanes less than two parts in one 
quintilhon, ar 10 times better 
than any other 

The dock, made from the el¬ 
ement ytteit mm, c oul d b e u sed 
for te dinol o gi cal advasi c emails 
beyond timekeeping, such as 


navigation systems, magnetic 
fields and temperature. 

"The stability of the ytter¬ 
bium lattice clocks opens the 
door to a number of exciting 
practical applications of high- 
performance timekeeping, “ Na¬ 
tional Institute of Standards and 
Te child o gy p by act st Andrew 
Ludlow said in a statement 

While mechanical docks use 


the m o vement o f a p endulum to 
keep time, atomic docks use an 
electromagnetic signal of light 
emitted at an exact frequency to 
move electrons in cesium 
atoms. 

The physicists built then yt¬ 
terbium clocks using about 
10,000 rare-earth atoms cooled 
ta 10 microkelvin (ID mil¬ 
lionths af a degree abave ab¬ 


solute zero) and trapped in an 
optical lattice made of laser 
light. 

Another laser that "ticks' 1 
51S trillion times per second 
triggers a transition between 
two energy levels in the atoms 
The dock's high stability is 
owed to the large number of 
atoms 

Hie new docks can achieve 


precise results very quickly 
Technicians must average the 
current US civilian time stan¬ 
dard, tiie NIST-Fl cesium foun¬ 
tain clock, for about 400,000 
seconds (about five days) to ob¬ 
tain its best performance 
But the new ytterbium 
clocks can achieve that same 
result in about one second of 
averaging time 
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WASHINGTON (AFP) - Bed 
nets treated with ms e-eta cide 
are a simple and economical 
way to eradicate filarcasis, a 
mosquito-bom tropical disease 
that threatens 1 4 billion peo¬ 
ple worldwide, according to 
research published Wednes¬ 
day. 

The researchers, whose 
study appeared in the New 
En gl an d J a urn al of' M e di cine, 
found that the nets could re¬ 


duce the debilitating disease's 
transmission to undetectable 
levels. 

Lymphatic fil aria sis, also 
known as elephantiasis, is 
caused by a parasitic worm 
More than 120 million people 
suffer from the disease, which 
has disfigured or disabled 
about one-third of its victims. 

Tire study ‘highlights the 
importance of integrating this 
type of intervention as apart of 


the global strategy to eliminate 
lymphatic fil an a as," said 
James Kazura of Case Western 
Reserve University School of 
Medicine 

In 2002, Kazure, published 
a study on drugs used to com¬ 
bat filariasis m five villages in 
Papua New Guinea over the 
course of five years 

Hie drugs were effective at 
eliminating the parasite from 
humans but did not stop its 


transmission by mosquitoes. 

Ten years after the villagers 
to ok their 1 ast me di cati on, they 
received fi'ee bed nets in a gov¬ 
ernment initiative to fight 
malaria. 

In areas with mosquito 
problems, bed nets treated 
to tli insecticide are commonly 
used. 

Bed nets prevent female 
mosquitoes from obtaining the 
blood they need to reproduce

Copper link to 
Alzheimer's? 
New research 
fuels debate 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sci¬ 
entists reported new evidence 
that capper can lead to the 
plaque buildup in the bran 
that causes Alzheimer's dis¬ 
ease, fueling fresh debate over 
the mineral's role in dementia. 

The scientific community is 
divided on the question of 
whether copper -- found in red 
meat, vegetables, dairy prod¬ 
ucts as well as pipes that cany 
drinking water m much of the 
developed world -- causes or 
prevents Alzheimer's disease 
For the latest study in the 
Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences, re¬ 
searchers looked at how cop¬ 
per in the capillaries may 
cause a breakdown in the 
blood-brain bairier, leading to 
a buildup of the protein amy¬ 
loid beta, or plaques that are a 
hallmark □ f Alzheimer's 
The copper caused oxida¬ 
tion which interfered with an¬ 
other protein called 
lip op r otein rec ep t or-rel at ed 
protein 1 (LR.Pl), that would 
normally clear amyloid beta 
from the brain, his study said 
Not only did copper appear 
to prevent the clearance of 
plaque that is believed to he a 
prime culprit m Alzheimer's, it. 
also stimulated neurons to pro¬ 
duce more amyloid beta 
Researchers described their 
findings in a press release as a 
"one-two punch" that "pro¬ 
vides strong evidence that cop¬ 
per is a key player in 
Alzheimer's disease " 
However, other experts who 
have studied copper and 
Alzheimer's questioned the 
paper's findings. 

Exley and colleagues re¬ 
cently published their latest 
paper on the topic in the 
British journal Nature in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Another outside researcher, 
George Brewer, emeritus pro¬ 
fessor of internal medicine at 
the University of Michigan 
medical school, said the "au¬ 
thors miss an important point, 
about copper toxicity to the 
brain."

Fitch Revises Aruba’s Outlook... 


PM: Dutch ABN Amro told 


to ready itself for public sale 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - The 
Dutch government yesterday 
told nationalised lender ABN 
Amro to get itself ready to be 
sold a ff within one year, despite 
doubts it could be sold at a 
profit. 

"We have asked ABN Amro 
to prepare itself for a return to 
the market," Rutte told ] onmal- 
ists at fits first weekly press 
briefing since the holiday re¬ 
cess "ABN Amro probably 
needs abo ut a y ear to prep are it- 
seif for a listing (on the stock 
exchange), to make sure it's 
ready, he added. 

"Hie Dutch gov emm eni 
bought the country's third 
largest bank in October 20DS 
during die height of tire banking 
crisis in a bailout worth id S 
billion euros ($22 4 billion) It 
has since pumped more cash 
into die limping giant, pushing 
the total amount, of state aid 
above 30 million euros, accord¬ 
ing to Dutch media. 

The government puts the 
figure at 21.7 billmn euros. 

Rutte yesterday stressed 
however no concrete decision 
had been made about whether 


to sell ABN Amro through an 
initial public offering (IPO) 

He said the government 
woul d revi ew the i s sue onee tire 
bank was prepared. 

Asked whether he thought 
the Dutch government would 
get its money b ack, Rutte said. 
"We want the best possible 
price for ABN Amro, but it is 
indeed a fact that the chances of 
making a profit from the sale 
are slim " 

Euro group chief and Dutch 
Financ e Mini ster J ero en Dij s - 
selbloem said that "we must re¬ 
alise that we won't get b ack the 
entile amount we invested m 
20QS " He said ABN Amro was 
■currently valued at 15 hill ion 
euros.

Masonic French priest walks to Rome for special plea 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - French priest Pascal Vesin poses at St Peter's 
square as he arrives after a 39-day pilgrimage, telling AFP he wanted to 
be reinstated in his parish despite being a Freemason. Father Pascal 
Vesin, a 43-year-old parish priest in the town of Megeve, was forced to re¬ 
sign from his public duties in May because of his Masonic link. A thickly- 
bearded Vesin, his face tanned by the summer walking and with a large 
rucksack on his back, was moved to tears as hetold his emotional story. 
Vesin, who set off from Megeve on July 14, said he had been "wounded 
by the injustice" and had written to Pope Francis asking for his punish¬ 
ment to be lifted. Vesin’s diocese said he could no longer carry out his 
pastoral duties because he had chosen to be a member of both the 
Catholic Church and a Masonic order. The Church and the Freemasons 
have been at odds for centuries but Vesin said the two were compatible. 
He said he had received wide support for his voyage. In March, the Holy 
See's Congregation for the Doctrine of the Faith asked for priest’s depar¬ 
ture. Three members of the diocese of Annecy then met him but Vesin said 
hewould not quit his membership of the Lodge. Freemasonry of ail types 
- regular or irregular, legitimate or "diverted" - has been condemned by 
many popes. Freemasonry is a fraternal organisation that arosefrom the 
loose grouping of medieval masons, or stone workers, in the building in¬ 
dustry. Early organisational forms included lodges and craft guilds. Critics 
have likened it to a secret society as certain aspects are kept private.

MLB: Brewers 1 drug cheat Braun admits PED use 


MILWAUKEE (AFP) - Dis¬ 
graced slugger Ryan Braun 
admitted Thursday for the first 
time that he used perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs during 
ins GO 11 M d st Valuab !.e PI ay er 
season, including an illegal 
cream and a lozenge 
The Milwaukee Brewer 
player, who was suspended in 
late July for the remainder of 
die season after Major League 
Baseball's probe of the Bio¬ 
genesis clinic m Florida, apol- 
o giz ed but sai d he justi fi ed the 
use to himself at the time be¬ 
cause he was trying to heal 
from an injury. 


"The products were a cream 
and a lozenge which I was told 
could help expedite my reha¬ 
bilitation It was a huge mis¬ 
take far which 1 am deeply 
ashamed and I compounded 
the situation by not admitting 
my mistakes immediately," 
Braun said in a rambling 944- 
word statement released by 
the Major League Baseball 
team. 

Braun was previously hit 
with a 50-game suspension m 
late 2011 but he was able to 
get it overturned in February 
2012 . 

He tested positive for ele¬ 



vated testosterone levels, but 
won the appeal on a technical¬ 
ity when he challenged how 
the test samples were stored 

At the time Braun vehe¬ 
mently denied using perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs and he 
also used his notoriety to 
launch a public attack on the 
lab worker who handled the 
sample. 

Braun also apologized to 
the collector of his sample, 
Dina Laurenzi on Thursday. 

"1 deeply regret many of the 
things I said at the press con¬ 
ference after the arbitrator's 
decision in February 2012," he 


said. "At that time, 1 still didn't 
want to believe that I had used 
a banned substance. 

Braun did not say what type 
of p er formanc e - enh ancin g 
drugs he admits to using, just, 
calling it a " cream 

Braun's apology did not go 
over well with a lot of athletes, 
including former Oakland 
Athletic pitcher Mark Mulder 
who called it orchestrated and 
lacking in even the basic de¬ 
tails 

Others said the apology was 
a long time coming and even 
then it fell well short of sound¬ 
ing sincere
